The men in the relief camps, and the men 
who are getting out of them, are in the main 
young men, with the ambition and energy of 
youth surging in their veins. The camps offer 
them nothing but rations; and when was youth 
ever content with rations? Or what kind of a 
country would Canada be thirty years hence if 
the youth of today had no larger ambitipn than 
to live in an internment camp working for three 
meals a day and a trifle of pocket-money? 

It is no reflection on either the men or the 
way the camps are run that the men are leaving 
them. If they were the best camps in the world 
no company of men would be content to spend 
their lives in them, without a chance to accum- 
ulate some money or get themselves established 
on a self-dependent footing. The members of 
parliament, members of the legislatures, and 
officials in charge of the camps wouldn't do 
that; and would not think much of sans who 
could do it. 

The obvious fact is that the camp-men are 
“fed up” with that purposeless and hopeless 
kind of life. Not because they have a commun- 
ist slant or any other peculiar mental twist. 
They are “fed up” just because they are normal 
men, and want an opportunity to live as men 
normally do.

The Ottawa correspondent 
of the Vancouver Sun gives 
another side of the picture. 
In a recent despatch telling 
of the hopes of various mem- 
bers of the cabinet that the 
mantle of leadership may fall upon them in the 
event of Premier Bennett's retirement, he says: 

“No matter how much sympathy and 
hero worship the party managers try to 
hang around the Prime Minister's head with 
propaganda about ‘recovery’ and ‘bedside 
announcements,’ people are now pretty well 
aware that Mr. Bennett's love of food, 
consuming as much as half a pound of 
chocolates a day, is responsible for aggra- 
vating his diabetic condition.” 

Dieticians can argue as they like about the 
effects of half a pound of chocolates a day on 
top of heavy meals, as an aggravation of dia- 
betes, and whether a craving for sweetmeats 
on the part of men who abstain from alcohol in 
middle life isn't more an effect than a cause. 
I'm intrigued with the picture of a man of huge 
girth, assimilating masses of turkey and 
Sausages, plum pie and chocolates while he 
adjures the lean and worried populace to 
“tighten your belts another notch.” 

One of the best stories that has come out 
of Ottawa this session concerns Mr. Bennett 
and Sam Jacobs, Liberal M.P. for the Cartier 
division of Montreal. Sam Jacobs, as most 
people know, is a Jew and a possessor of a 
pretty wit. According to the story, Premier 
Bennett wrote to “Sammy” asking what public 
works might be undertaken in his constituency 
in the event of a federal public works program 
being initiated. 

Mr. Jacobs is said to have replied that his 
constituents, after four years of Mr. Bennett's 
policies, are urgently in need of a “wailing 
wall.”

A discovery that may be of the greatest 
importance to Hitler and Mussolini has been 
announced by Dr. Rowntree at a meeting last 
week of the American Philosophical Society at 
Philadelphia. It arises out of studies of the 
glands—endrocinology, as it is called, after the 
endrocrine glands. 

Experiments have been made in feeding 
young rats with extracts from various animal 
glands. One experiment so developed the 
mother instinct of a young unmated female rat 
that it “mothered” a young squab, which or- 
dinarily it would have attacked and eafen. 
Other experiments showed that it caused milk 
to secrete in the mammary glands of male rats. 
Presumably it would have the same effect on 
human males. If this had only been made 
known a year ago, a job as wet-nurse to his 
litter might have been found for Papa Dionne. 

When fed with extract from the thymus 
glands of calves, the rats grew to great size 
and with enormous rapidity, becoming mature 
in less than half the ordinary time. In human 
beings, the thymus gland is presumed to dry 
up at puberty, having fulfilled its function in 
stimulating growth. 

But—and here is where Hitler and Mussolini 
may find use for the discovery—if it causes rats 
to mature in less than half the ordinary period 
of growth, it will probably have the same effect 
on humans. Prize-fighters at six years of age 
and college graduates at twelve are predicted. 
War-tords instead of having to wait twenty 
years for a crop of war-babies to become sol- 
diers, could feed them thymus extract and in- 
dulge in war every six years. If it acts on 
humans as it does on rats, it would not shorten 
their normal life-span—if they survived the 
new War-weapons. 


You'll have noticed that Mayor Gerry Mc- 
Geer has announced that it as wrong to rob 
a man of his property by excessive taxation as 
by repudiation. He has openly stated that many 
of the assessmer of Vancouver down-town 
property are illegal, being based on valuations 
far in excess of their proper value. There are 
many valuations in the city of Edmonton that 
fall within that category. 

Since “Gerry” made that statement a test 
case has been started by a group of property- 
owners. They took the case of a Hastings 
street shoe dealer whose property is assessed 
at $48,500, though the adjoining property re- 
cently sold for only $12,000 

It is illegal in Alberta under the laws to 
gag the press to publish a statement of claim in 
an Alberta case under a $5000 penalty, but here 
is what the plaintiffs are claiming in the suit 
against the City of Vancouver: 

1. “A declaration that rates’ and taxes have 
not been lawfully imposed or assessed by the 
defendant or the defendants’ assessment com- 
missioner, said assessment commissioner, con- 
trary to the Vancouver Incorporation Act not 
having been guided by his own bona fide judg- 
ment, and said assessment greatly exceeding 
the ‘actual cash value as it would be appraised 
in payment of a just debt from a solvent debtor’ 
and being capricious and upon an erroneous 
basis and designed primarily to create revenue 
for the defendant rather than to appraise the 
actual cash value as aforesaid. 

2. “To restrain the defendant and its collect- 
ors and officials from enforcing collection of 
Said taxes, or any part thereof, or offering for 
sale for taxes the aforesaid lands, or otherwise 
enforcing payment of the taxes.” 

If the suit succeeds, it will assuredly be 
followed by many other suits both in the city 
of Vancouver and in other cities of western 
Canada. It would be sensational to see the 
plaintiff call the Mayor of Vancouyer as a wit- 
ness against the city’s assessment.

Gallstones 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Doctors usually refer to gallstones as calculi 
which comes from the Latin and means 
“pebbles.” In this strange disorder, we find the 
formation within the body of small hard stones 
or pebbles. A gall stone in itself may cause 
no noticeable symptoms, or may cause great 
distress. On the one hand, the 
patient may have a gall stone 
for years, carrying it hidden 
within the gall bladder with- 
out knowing it; on the other 
hand, several small stones 
may cause considerable suf- 


fering. The old fashioned 
name for the trouble is 
“gallsand.” 


The majority of cases 
occur in women and gall 
stones seldom develop before 
the age of forty. Because the patient is gen- 
erally overweight, medical students have a 
saying to describe those patients in whom gall 
stones are more common and refer to them as 
“fair, fat and foriy.” This is only a general 
classification, however, and I have seen cases 
develop in those who were dark rather than 
fair, and slender rather than fat. 

Gall stones vary in their chemical composi- 
tion but are most frequently composed of 
cholesterol and bilirubin calcium, They may be 
green or dark brown in color. If only one 
large stone forms it is likely to be round but 
if several stones form, they are likely to have 
flattened edges from rubbing against each other, 
the edges being faceted like a cut diamond, A 
single large stone may cause less trouble than 
many small ones. The stones may entirely fill 
the gall bladder and cases have been recorded 
where three hundred stones or more were re- 
moved from a single gall bladder. 

As long as the stone, or stones, remains in 
the bladder, no signs are noticed, and it is gen- 
erally only when they try to escape from the 
gall bladder, that real trouble hegins. Previous 
te this the patient may develop mild attacks of 
digestive distress or attacks of “biliousness.” 

Once the stone leaves the gall bladder and 
attempts to pass through the narrow cystic duct 
it produces a stretching and tearing which 
causes severe pain known as gall stone colic. 
The pain is usually located in the upper right 
side although it may move around to the back, 
appearing under the right shoulder blade. It 
may last between 3 and 12 hours. The pain is 
caused by an escaping gall stone and is prob- 
ably the most excruciating known. After the 
attack the upper right side continues to be 
tender and sore. 

The stone may succeed in getting through 
the cystic duct and reach the common duct. 
Frequently, the stone becomes lodged and can- 
not pass along until it reaches the intestine; it 
then blocks the duct in such a manner that the 
bile does not flow through, causing jaundice. 
The common duct becomes inflamed or in- 
fected and the patient may develop chills and 
fever, and a profuse perspiration, with the skin 
drenched in sweat. ’ 

In diagnosing gall stones, I advise that the 
x-ray be used and a better diagnosis is usually 
obtained if the x-ray pictures are made after 
the patient has been given a special dye. 

Perhaps you are anxious about some mem- 
ber of your family who has been told that gall 
stones have formed. If so, I suggest that you 
write to me and ask that my article on gall 
stones be sent. Enclose one large, self-ad- 
dressed envelope and 4c in stamps. Since the 
patient will feel better if a careful ‘diet is used, 
I also advise that you ask for some general 
instructions on diet.

QUESTION—Mr. D. B. asks: “My wife is 
now 76 and I am 80, and I would like to tell 
you that we have been able to improve our 
health during the past six years by following 
some dieting inStructions which you sent us.

One of my wife's friends has told her that, 
considering her age, her blood pressure should 
range much higher than 140.” 

ANSWER—I see no reason for your wife to 
worry over her blood pressure as I would con- 
sider it entirely normal. I realize that many 
doctors conclude that the blood pressure should 
rise with the age; however, I see no reason to 
hold to this opinion and, in fact, I consider it 
a definite advantage for a person of 76 to keep 
the blood pressure around 140.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1864 there died 
at Halifax, N.S., Abraham Gesner, 
the man who discovered (or in- 
vented if you will) kerosene. 

Born at Cornwallis, May 2, 1797, 
he went to London to study med- 
icine and graduated with honors, 
but upon returning to Halifax de- 
cided to devote his life to geology 
and minerology. He then took up 
the question of artificial illumina- 
tion, a pressing need for most 
shops and houses at that time 
were lit only by candles, In 1855 
he experimented with Trindad 
asphalt and obtained from it an 
iluminéting oil, One experiment 
led to ‘nother. In course of time 
he disjiled an oil suitable for 
burning in lamps from cannel 
coal and bituminous shale, He 
named his product Keroselain 
from the Greek, but later short- 
ened it to kerosene. In 1853 he 
went to New York and took out

ture of kerosene, hut he did not 
derive much pecuniary bencfit 
from his discovery which reyolu- 
tionized the lighting of houses and 
shops all over the world. He sold 
his patents to a New York com- 

ny but his royalties did not last 
long. The discovery of petroleum 
in Pennsylvania and in south- 
western Ontario lesened the value 
of his products, but could not take 
from him the honor of his dis- 
covery. 

His later years were devoted to 
literary work at Halifax. He was 
buried in Camp Hill cemetery. 
For nearly 70 years his grave was 
neglected but in 1933 the Imperial 
Oil Company voted a sum of 
money to erect an obelisk of Nova 
Scotia granite over his grave. The 
inscription, after giving dates bf 
birth and death concludes with: 

“Erected by the Imperial Oil 


Company as a tribute to his im- 


portant contribution to the oil

WHAT IS CANADA'S POLICY? 


The looai flare-up of violence 
on the part of relief camp strik- 
ers last night was an explosion 
of accumulated irritation that 
everyone has been expecting. 

When fathers of families get 
mad and smash things in their 
own homes over petty household 
irritations, what can be expected 
of poor fellows who have been 
herded into camps and denied 
all hope of the future? 

Thus the high velocity of last 
night may be expected to pass. 
But the significance of last night 
will never pass. 

The rioting was merely inci- 
dental to a larger issue that is 
the ONE VITAL ISSUE in Can- 
ada. 

And that is, what does the 
Federal government propose to 
do about the problem of machine 
displacement of men? 

Neither Vancouver nor any 
other city or province can be 
expected to cope with a situation 
that is national in origin. The 
policy and theme and technique 
must be initiated from Ottawa. 

What, then, is Canada’s policy 
in regard to the problem of the 
unemployed? 

Is it to herd men who have 
been displaced by machines into 
camps of mere subsistence for 
the rest of their natural lives? 

Oi is it to create new methods 
and work to meet the new order 
of things that has developed 
along with technology? 

One thing we may be sure of; 
and that is that technology is 
going to become more and more 
efficient and displace more and 
more men. 

As machinery relieves more 
and more men from the burdens 


of labor, what will be done to 
replace those men in other lines 
of work? 

That is Canada’s paramount 
problem 


And what has been done about 
il? Has any approach been made 
to it? 


None whatsoever 


Under different systems of 
government in Germany, in Rus- 
sia and in United States, the 
problem of adjusting to technol- 
ogy is being coped with AS A 
NATIONAL PROBLEM. 

So far, in Canada, no one will 
even admit that there is a prob- 
lem, let alone assume the respons- 
ibility of solving it. 

If Premier Bennett has been 
too ill for months to attend to 
these pressing national affairs, 
how is that®he recovers so mir- 
aculously to junket abroad in 
the interest of his own personal 
aggrandizement? 

Is no one taking care of these 
things in his absence? 

No newspaper or individual 
can sit down and dictate a plan 
of procedure to revise our eco- 
nomic situation, That is the busi- 
ness of our leaders. 

And if our leaders will not 
lead, we must get leaders who 
will. 

It is all very well to go into 
a tailspin of platitudes and say 
that the law must be upheld and 
that order must be preserved 

There are things that transcend 
the law. Hunger and despair are 
two of them. 

It has never been a British 
habit to make a fetish of the law. 
And we must remember that if 
we do not shape our national 
machinery to alleviate distress, 
distress will create machinery of 
its own. 

This situation cannot be met 
with Riot Acts and exhortations.
